Slate Establishing Refuge for Waterfowl 


Big water areas are no t necessary for water­ 
fowl refuges, the Misso uri Conservationist po ints 
out in its current issue, by citing the effectiv eness 
o f the Boone County Migrato ry W aterfowl Refuge 
recently established on the D. L. Bass farm and 
adjoining lands by the Misso uri Conservation Co m­ 
mission. 
The w ater area o n the refuge is o nly 
about four acres but it is attractive to waterfo wL 
It is much used by wild geese some of which may 
be seen in the upper photograph rising fro m the 
prairie near the lake. 


W aterfowl soon learn where food, co v er and w a­ 
ter are adequate and use these places. 
These pic­ 
tures were made in January and although the po nd 
had frozen over, the ho nkers preferred to remain 
on the refuge to flight into warm er climates*

the full ten weeks.

possible, 
the board should arran g e to let 
the teacher attend the full sum - 
m re term in case she has less th an 
60 sem ester hours of 
credit.

teachers w ith little credit, w hich 
forces us to raise standards or be

Yet House Bill No. 5 asks th a t 
a fiat grant of $411 be given each j 
teacher in the large cities reg ard ­ 
less of need.

Louis and the large cities, although

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The Missouri Library Commission 


The Missouri Library Commis­ 
sion, established by the 
General 
Assembly on March 20, 1907, th ir­ 
ty-tw o years ago this week, has 
made for itself a record of con­ 
tinuous advancement. 
The Com­ 
mission was organized 
for 
the 
purpose of giving free advice 
to 
schools, public libraries, and com­ 
m unities desiring to establish libr­ 
aries, and to help in the selection 
of books 
and 
in 
problems 
of 
cataloguing and library 
m anage­ 
ment. 
In addition to its advisory 
function, it was to organize 
and 
operate traveling libraries. 
The Commission itself is com­ 
posed of three appointees of the 
governor, the State 
superintend­ 
ent of schools, and the president 
of the University of Missouri, all 
of whom serve without compensa­ 
tion. 
This group appoints a sec­ 
retary and employs the necessary 
librarians and general office help. 
Statistics for 1938 showed that 
of Missouri’s 114 counties, thirteen 
were without any kind of library 
service, while many of the coun­ 
ties 
had 
subscription^ libraries 
which give service only upon pay­ 
m ent of a fee. Those 
people in 
areas where service is lacking or 
inadequate naturally turn to the 
Commission for free library serv­ 
ice. 
The Commission has partly 
filled this need by the establish­ 
ment of traveling libraries, origin­ 
ated in the traveling library of the 
Federated Woman’s Clubs, which 
organized and conducted the first 
of this type of library in the State. 
The clubs transferred to the Com­ 
mission their reports, equipment, 
and tw enty-six traveling librar­ 
ies. 
This num ber soon increased, 
widening the scope of influence of 
the Commission. 
In addition 
to 
the circulation of books through 
these libraries, 
the 
Commission 
lends books to individual citizens, 
sending the packages 
by 
parcel 
post. 
These packages, consisting 
of from one to ten books loaned 
for a period of one 
month, 
are 
m ade up with reference to letters 
sent the 
Commission 
describing 
the particular need. Reports show 
th rt the average book 
circulated 
at least five times after it reach­ 
ed its destination, and often more 
in rural communities. This great­ 
ly increases the circulation of the 
37 000 books in the Commission’s 
collection. 
An increased appropriation 
by 
the General Assembly in 1937 en­ 
abled the Commission to add an 
extension librarian to 
its 
staff. 
This librarian within the 
short 
space of three months visited 110 
libraries 
in 
fifty-two 
counties, 
helped organize a small library at 
New Haven, reorganized another 
at Versailles, attended two 
dis­ 
trict meetings of 
the 
Federated 
Woman’s Clubs, and made talks 
before six other organizations. 
At very little cost to the State, 
the Missouri Library Commission, 
with headquarters 
at 
Jefferson 
City, renders a 
most 
valuable 
service to the people of Missouri. 
Since its organization the 
trend 
in the num ber of public libraries 
has been upward. 
According to 
a survey published in 1936, 
the 
'S ta te ranks in the nation 25th in 
circulation per capita 
of 
public 
libraries, 28th in the num ber 
of 
volumes per capita in public libr­ 
aries, 23rd in expenditures 
per 
capita for public 
libraries, 
and 
27th in the least num ber of people 
without public 
library 
service. 
The distribution of library service 
throughout the State, however, is 
quite unequal, for while 95% of 
the rural population receives no 
library service, 95% of the urban 
population is served. 
Of the rural 
population 
served, 
only 
about 
lilb% is served by tax supported 
institutions. 
Thus the larger libr­ 
ary facilities of St. Louis, Kansas 
City, and other urban areas, have 
a great influence 
on 
Missouri’s 
library situation. 
The Commis­ 
sion, in addition 
to 
stim ulating 
library growth, has aided in bring­ 
ing the school libraries 
of 
the 
State under more uniform 
rules. 
Many clubs and 
study 
groups, 
which otherwise would not have 
existed, have been enabled to de- 


velop interesting and instructive 
programs. 
In 1935, the 
Missouri 
Library 
Association, composed of librar­ 
ians and laymen interested in im ­ 
proving library service, 
recom­ 
mended that the Missouri Library 
Commission be made 
a 
central 
library 
agency 
with 
regional 
branches, deposit stations, and a 
book truck service. 
It also 
ad­ 
vised increasing the num ber 
of 
books in the library to 
at 
least 
100,000. 
This Missouri 
Library 
Association is particularly inter­ 
ested in the extension of library 
service to those in the State now 
without it. 


SOLOMON’S STOLEN 
TREASURES FOUND 
IN EGYPTIAN TOMB 


Cairo, Egypt, 
March 20.—Sur­ 
rounded by stolen 
treasures 
of 
King Solomon, the mummified re­ 
mains of Shishak, robber king of 
Egypt, were uncovered today by 
King Farouk, who took personal 
charge of a tomb discovered 
by 
Prof. Pierre Montet of Strasbourgh 
University in the delta of the Nile. 
Because Solomon’s treasures had 
been placed with him, the mum­ 
my wTas at first thought to be that 
of King Psou-Sen-Nes, a father- 
in-law of Solomon, but the 
evi­ 
dence that it was really that 
of 
Shishak was indisputable in 
the 
light of further discoveries. 
The tomb was that of Psou-Sen- 
Nes, but 
hieroglyphics 
covering 
the gold sarcophagus indicated the 
mummy was undoubtedly that of 
Shishak. 
The first book of kings in 
the 
Old Testam ent records: 
“And it came to pass 
in 
the 
fifth year of King Rehoboam, that 
Shishak, king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem . 
“And he took away the 
treas­ 
ures of the house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king’s house; 
he even took away all; 
and 
he 
took away all the shields of gold 
which Solomon had made." 
History records that Shishak at­ 
tacked Jerusalem with 
a 
large 
army and sacked Solomon’s tem ­ 
ple. 
Discovery of the tomb was re­ 
garded as the most im portant find 
since the tomb of King Tut-A nk- 
Amen’s was opened near Luxor 
fourteen years ago. 
Im portance of the find was em ­ 
phasized by the fact that Shishak’s 
mummy rested in a silver sarco- 
j phagus—the first silver ever found 
¡in Egypt. 
I 
The sarophagus rested within a 
! gold coffin in the 
center 
of 
a 
; white limestone burial chamber. 
Near the gold coffin two skele­ 
tons 
were 
found — presumably 
those of servants, as they 
wore 
burial ornaments. Scattered thro­ 
ugh the tomb were containers of 
various sizes and shapes in which 
: gold ornam ents and semi-precious 
j stones were found. 
Also found was a 
large 
vase, 
| sealed, and presumed to contain 
papyri which it was hoped would 
throw more light on the life and 
death of the swashbuckling Shis­ 
hak. 
The spot where the tomb 
was 
discovered was at the approxim ate 
site of the ancient city of Tanis, 
which was 
the 
capital 
of 
the 
pharaohs from the thirteenth 
to 
the eighteenth 
dynasties. 
Tanis 
is now known as Sanel Hager and 
is about thirty 
miles 
west 
of 
K antara. 
O ther tombs opened were found 
to have been previously visited— 
and'robbed. A few diggings yield­ 
ed tombs of unim portant kings of 
the tw enty-first and tw enty-sec­ 
ond dynasties.

L. U. COURSES

Jefferson City, 
March 2f.—The 
House Appropriations Committee 
considered today Negro demands 
that it concentrate state funds on 
development of existing courses at 
Lincoln University rather than in 
adding new departm ents. 
“We don’t need new courses at 
Lincoln 
now 
that 
the 
United 
States Supreme Court has order­ 
ed the University of Missouri 
to 
admit Negroes,” N. 
W. 
Sweets, 
Negro St. Louis 
newspaperm an, 
told the committee 
last 
night. 
“Give 
us 
good 
undergraduate 


work and we can take our special 
courses at Columbia.” 
“I predict such will not be the 
case,’’ replied Chairman John D. 
Taylor (DJ, Keytesville. 
“It has 
been Missouri’s policy 
for 
100 
years to separate the races in edu­ 
cation and I think 98 per cent of 
the Negroes favor continuance of 
that policy.” 
Taylor has introduced a bill to 
bring the Negro school here up 
to a scholastic par with the State 
University at Columbia and 
the 
appropriation bill he 
introduced 
last week set aside $200,000 to add 
the necessary courses. 
Meanwhile, Negroes seeking to 
enter the University of Missouri 


since the court’s ruling have been 
refused adm ittance. 
Sweet challenged Taylor’s esti­ 
m ate of the Negro sentim ent, say­ 
ing most of them preferred to go 
to Missouri University for work 
not now offered at Lincoln. 
Representatives of Lincoln Uni­ 
versity made no mention of the 
State University issue in 
laying 
before the committee 
their 
re­ 
quests for $600,000 m ore money 
than called for in Taylor’s bill. 
The Negro school’s chief plea 
was for new buildings. 
“Many of the buildings we are 
now using 
are 
veritable 
flre- 
traps,” complained President Sher­ 
man D. Scruggs, who asked $900,- 


000 for 
the 
proposed 
building 
program. 
The Taylor bill makes no 
pro­ 
vision for new buildings. Except 
for the addition of $200,000 
for 
new courses and of $50,000 
for 
paying Negroes’ tuition outside of 
the state, it follows Gov. Lloyd C. 
Stark’s recommendation 
of 
ap­ 
propriating $406,000 out of gener­ 
al revenue and $48,500 from funds 
and earnings for Lincoln.

Radishes, 
lettuce, peas, carrots, and spinach 
are crops that will do well in a 
cool season, find should be plant­ 
ed as early as possible so that the 
garden can begin its work of sup­ 
plying food.

growing varieties of this vegetable 
require about 56 days to mature l 
it is evident that the season best j 
suited to this crop is short. After 
the first planting nas been made

In a normal season in Central I

the teacher attend the full sum - 
m re term in case she has less than 
60 sem ester hours of 
credit. 
In 
our present state aid fight, som e 
criticism 
has been 
directed 
to 
teachers w ith little credit, w hich 
forces us to raise stan d ard s or be 
penalized by losing state aid, 
in 
the final analysis. 
H ow ever, our 
ru ral teachers now 
a\% ragc 
40 
hours credit and w e hope to m ake 
a b etter show ing next year. 
Some folks think th at the

posed laws to cut state aid in the 
poor districts in o rd er to help the 
rich districts w ould benefit New 
M adrid County since it possesses 
rich land.

FEEDING LAMBS 
SHOWS IN WEIGHT 


During suckling period of about 
four months, well-fed lambs make 
about 2/3 of the growth and gain 
in weight they m ake during the 
first year. 
Lambs should be fed during this 
period. 
Well fed and well nour­ 
ished lambs will be 
ready 
for 
m arket in May or June. 
If allow­ 
ed to fatten during the sum m er 
they will consume about as much 
feed as a ewe. 
“Creep feeding” is most always 
employed. 
This means 
feeding 
both grains and hay in a “creep” j 
as soon as the lambs will eat or 
at the age of about two 
weeks. 
The “creep” is made by fencing 
off a corner of the barn or lot with 
panels in which there are open­ 
ings large enough to adm it 
the 
lamb but not the 
ewe. 
A 
hog 
rack and trough should be in the 
creep. 
An excellent m ixture for young 
lambs is 20 pounds 
of 
coursely 
cracked corn, 20 pounds of course­ 
ly ground oats, 10 pounds of w heat 
bran and 10 pounds of linseed or 
cotton seed cake. In cases of early 
fattened lambs, where the flow of 
milk is good, corn alone, may be 
used. 
The milk will supply the 
necessary concentrates. 
Oftimes it is better to start the 
lam bs eating with shorts or bran 
—som ething that will stick to their 
muzzle and teach them to eat. 
Early m arketed lambs are eco­ 
nomical not only 
because 
they 
have m ade rapid gains, but para­ 
site infestation is not experienced. 
It will also be noted that in most 
years the m arket is higher during 
May and June.

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The Missouri Library Commission 


The Missouri Library Commis­ 
sion. established by the 
General 
Assembly on March 20, 1907, th ir­ 
ty-tw o years ago this week, has 
made for itself a record of con­ 
tinuous advancement. 
The Com­ 
mission was organized 
for 
the 
purpose of giving free advice 
to 
schools, public libraries, and com­ 
munities desiring to establish libr­ 
aries, and to help in the selection 
of books 
and 
in 
problems 
of 
cataloguing and library 
m anage­ 
ment. 
In addition to its advisory 
function, it was to organize 
and 
operate traveling libraries. 
The Commission itself is com­ 
posed of three appointees of the 
governor, the State 
superintend­ 
ent of schools, and the president 
of the University of Missouri, all 
of whom serve without compensa­ 
tion. 
This group appoints a sec­ 
retary and employs the necessary 
librarians and general office help. 
Statistics for 1938 showed that 
of Missouri’s 114 counties, thirteen 
were without any kind of library 
service, while many of the coun­ 
ties 
had 
subscription ^ libraries 
which give service only upon pay­ 
m ent of a fee. 
Those 
people 
in 
areas where service is lacking or 
inadequate naturally turn to the 
Commission for free library serv­ 
ice, 
The Commission has partly 
filled this need by the establish­ 
m ent of traveling libraries, origin­ 
ated in the traveling library of the 
Federated Woman’s Clubs, which 
organized and conducted the first 
of this type of library in the State. 
The clubs transferred to the Com­ 
mission their reports, equipment, 
and tw enty-six traveling librar­ 
ies. 
This num ber soon increased, 
widening the scope of influence of 
the Commission. 
In addition 
to 
the circulation of books through 
these libraries, 
the 
Commission 
lends books to individual citizens, 
sending the packages 
by 
parcel 
post. 
These packages, consisting 
of from one to ten books loaned 
for a period of one 
month, 
are 
m ade up with reference to letters 
sent the 
Commission 
describing 
the particular need. Reports show 
th rt the average book 
circulated 
at least five times aftei it reach­ 
ed its destination, and often more 
in rural communities. This great­ 
ly increases the circulation of the 
37 000 books in the Commission’s 
collection. 
Ar increased appropriation 
by 
the General Assembly in 1937 en­ 
abled the Commission to add an 
extension librarian to 
its 
staff 
This librarian within the

velop interesting and instructive 
programs. 
In 1935, the 
Missouri 
Library 
Association, composed of librar­ 
ians and laymen interested in im­ 
proving library service, 
recom­ 
mended that the Missouri Library 
Commission be made 
a 
central 
library 
agency 
with 
regional 
branches, deposit stations, and a 
book truck service. 
It also 
ad­ 
vised increasing the num ber 
of 
books in the library to 
at 
least 
100.000. 
This Missouri 
Library 
Association is particularly inter­ 
ested in the extension of library 
service to those in the State now 
without it.

Cairo, Egypt,

King Solomon, the mummified re­ 
mains of Shishak, robber king of 
Egypt, were uncovered today by 
King Farouk, who took personal 
charge of a tomb discovered 
by 
Prof. Pierre M ontet of Strasbourgh 
University in the delta of the Nile. 
Because Solomon’s treasures had 
been placed with him, the m um ­ 
my was at first thought to be that 
of King Psou-Sen-Nes, a father- 
in-law of Solomon, but the 
evi­ 
dence that it was really that 
of 
Shishak was indisputable in 
the 
light of further discoveries. 
The tomb was that of Psou-Sen- 
Nes. but 
hieroglyphics 
covering 
the gold sarcophagus indicated the 
mummy was undoubtedly that of 
Shishak. 
The first book of kings in

“And it came to pass 
in 
the 
fifth year of King Rehoboam, that 
Shishak, king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem . 
“And he took away the 
treas­ 
ures of the house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king’s house;

took away all the shields of gold 
which Solomon had made.” 
History records that Shishak at­ 
tacked Jerusalem with
